University of Wisconsin passed 
a resolution at their meeting

pressed themselves as believing 
that the regents should not have 
summarily disposed of the stud- 
ents' petition. 
They believe 


that a constructive policy should 
be laid down ' to . govern the 
president in determining what 
speakers should be allowed the 
privilege of the university plat- 
form.

President Birge's letter follows: 


"I write to correct certain state- 


ments in The Capital Times of Dec. 
8, regarding the action of the re- 
gents of tho university and the So- 
cial Science Club. 


"Your headlines in that issue 


road: 'Smother Petition 'on Forum.' 
'Kegcnts make, quick work of turn- 
ing clown Social Science Club.' The 
text of the article carries out these 
headings, 


'There is not a word of truth in 


these statements. 


"Mr. Doerfler, appearing for the 


Social Science Club, told the re- 
gents that there was a difference 
of judgment in the club, and that 
it does not ask for an 'open forurn.' 
If, therefore, there ever was a ,'pe- 
tition for fornm' it was -withdrawn 
by the petitioners. The statement 
of their representative was made 
in his introductory talk placing the 


matter before the regents and not 
as the result of discussion. 


"Dr. Doerfler also stated that he 


(or perhaps tho Club) would like 
to have requests for lectures con- 
sidered by a committee on which 
there should be student representa- 
tion. He had no definite plan to 
propose. -I suggested that the Club 
should take up this matter 
with 


other student organizations, with 
, members of the faculty and re- 
| gents; that there should be work- 
ed out a plan satisfactory to all 
concerned; and that this plan when 
so -worked out should be brought 
to the TCgents. There was no vote 
on this proposal and none was 
needed, but it was evidently satis- 
factory both to Mr. Doerfler 
and 


to the regents. It is plain, there- 
fore, that the regents did not 'turn 
down' the'Club. 


"Mr. Doerfler was accompanied 


by a gentleman who stated that he 
was a-member of the staff of The 
Capital Times. I find it hard to 
understand why the paper that had 
a reporter present at. the meeting 
should also DC the paper that had a

WASHINGTON — The 
Anglo- 


Japanese, alliance, long regarded 
with apprehension by the American 
people, passed into history today 
when the spokesmen of both nations 
at the arms conference accepted in 
its stead a new four power .agree- 
ment for preservation of peace in 
the Pacific to -which the .U. S. and 
France become parties. 
This action, with fulfillment of de- 


tails to follow, paves the way to 
acceptance, of the American .pro- 
posals for reduction of .naval arma- 
ments, and in large measure is ex- 
pected to contribute to settlement 
of the Chinese question. 


Announced to the conference by 


Seir. Lodge the four power treaty 
provides briefly that tho U. S. 
Great Britain, Japan and France 
agree among themselves to respect 
their insular possessions and do- 
minions in the Pacilic and to adjust 
by joint conference among them- 
selves any controversies not settled 
by the course of diplomacy. 
They 


further agree to tcke similar action 
in the face of any threat of agrre»- 
sion by other powers. 


Proposed treaty has been initiat- 


ed in affirmation by the representa- 
tives of the four great powers, al- 
though not yet actually signed, and 
must be confirmed by the U. S. sen- 
ate. 


It is for ten years, but any one 


of the signatories may -withdraw 
after tl>at period on twelve months' 
notice. 


In order, Rene Vivani, head of the 


French delegation and Arthur J. 
Balfour heading the British delega- 
tion, and Prince Tokugawa, chief of 
the Japanese delegates arose and 
gave their assent to the new agree- 
ment. They were followed by the 
chief delegates of the other powers 
represented 
who also expressed 


satisfaction. 


Most 
interesting among these 


was the declaration of Minister Sze 
of China, who expressed "great sat- 
isfaction" with the proposed treaty. 


Now while the actual perfection of 


the treaty goes forward, it is ex- 
pected that the naval' armament and 
Chinese questions will speedily gr 
on toward settlement. 


Sen. Lodge presented the treaty 


to the conference. 


Sen. Lodge, addressing the con- 


ference, spoke as follows: 


"I should be insensible, indeed, 


,if I did not feel deeply gratified by 
the opportunity which has come to 
Tie to lay before the conference a 
draft of a treaty, the terms of 
which have been agreed upon by 
four of the great powers of" - the

"The signing of this treaty," said

Text Of Pacific Treaty

WASHINGTON—The terms of the four-power Pacific pact 


as submitted to the arras conference today follow in full: 


The U. S. of America, the British Empire, France and

New Safety Orders 


For Quarries Outlined 


General safety orders on quarries 


have just been adopted by the state 
industrial commission, and their re- 
quirements made public today. Per- 
iodic inspection of quarries are at 
the basis of the safety code estab- 
lished by the orders. Requirements 
for this inspection service are out- 
lined, and provision made for cor- 
rection of all defects1 found through 
the required' investigations. 
It is 


provided that the face of quarries 
'ii'jst be frequently inspected and 
fiat nny danger be removed. Fur- 
ilier provision is made that cables 
usi'd in quarries must have a maxi- 
1111:111 safe working load of not more 
ilii'n one to five of the breaking load. 
All parts of hoisting apparatus must 
he examined daily, and under no cir- 
cumstances can persons be hoisted. 
Only one clay's supply of explosives, 
not exceeding 100 pounds, may bo 
kept in a quarry.

vagon, la 100 por cent hi<?h<" than our price 
of 1914. At this price we are selling this 
wngon c.t approximately *2J por cent less than 
our cost. The cost to you at Culbertson, Ne- 
braska, however, does not bear the saira rela- 
tion to tno pre-war price, f'>r the reasor. that 
in 1914 the freight 
on a 
f^rir- wagon from 


Moline to Culbertson was $1.37 a hundred; the 
present rate, including the war tax, is $2,32. 


A farm wagon weighs 1,200 pounds. 
The 


difference in freight of 95 cents per hundred 
makes the transportation on this wagon alone 
cost $11.40 more than it did beforo the war. 
Tho increased transportation 
costs -upon the 


materials that go into the wagon are even 
greater than this amount. 


When you come 
to pay 
for this wagon 


through tho salo of corn in tho Chicago mar- 
ket, you have • itill greater disadvantage, due 
t» the fact that com has declined since 1914. 
The freight on corn from Culbertson to Chi- 
cago in 1914 was 24% cents a hundred, or 
approximately 14 cents a bushel; today, with 
the 3 per cent war tax included, it is 47 cents 
a hundred, or 
approximately 26 cents per 


bushel, so that you pay 12 cents a bushel 
more to get your corn to Chicago than you 
did in 1014.
